THE REPUBLICAN MEETING TO-DAY. 
The real purpose of the Republican meet- 
ing which is to be held at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel to-day is to talk over the propriety and 
the expediency of supporting or opposing the 
third-term movement. Any attempt to con- 
ceal this fact would be useless now. Those 
who favor the third-term idea, those who 
oppose it, and those who are doubtful about 
it are agreed that the time has come to begin 
to discuss it honestly and earnestly. 
Prominent Republicans have been called 
here from all parts of the State at the invita- 
tion of the Central Committee. The usual 
questions in regard to the State Convention, 
the interests of the various candidates for 
the State offices, and the organization of the 
fall campaign, are to be canvassed, of course; 
but they are all subordinate to the third-term 
issue. This last question ig of National im- 
portance, and the shape it shall finally take 
may determine the fate of the Republican 
party. It is no wonder, then, that the con- 
sideration of the third-term movement should 
overshadow all the collateral and incidental 
topics of discussion in a gathering of the Re- 
publican politicians of the State at the present 
time. It is the duty of every man who shall 
take part in this meeting to truthfully con- 
tribute, not merely his own personal views, 
but the views of the Republican voters whom 
he professes to represent, in regard to athird 
term, in order that the managing men of the 
party may arrive at an intelligent conclusion 
as to whether it is safe or proper to risk such 
an issue in the Presidential campaign. 
Is it proper? Thatis, willthe people approve 
of a deliberate departure from the historic 
example set by Washington, whose anniver- 


sideration in advance by those who shall be 
confronted with it, If the Republican party 
adopt the third-term issue as its own, it 
should be prepared to allay the popular 
prejudice against it and the popular 
fear that it will entail consequences fatal to 
party success. No man who is familiar with 
the political events of the past few years can 
deny that the present Democratic control of 
both Houses of Congress must be traced to 
the abuses and scandals of the second term 
of the last Administration. The people 
turned to the Democratic party as the lesser 
of two impending evils. Nor can it be suc- 
cessfully denied that the same causes almost 
cost the Hepublican party the Presidential 
election of 1876, notwithstanding it was con- 
ducted upon the distinct pledge and issue of 
administrative reform and purification. 
Those in charge of the Republican party’s 
future cannot close their eyes to this fact. 
Tens of thousands of Republicans every- 
where are constantly asking themselves and 
each other what assurance they have that a 
third term shall not return to power the 
same corrupt element and spoils-hunters who 
were responsible for the disgraceful events 
of the second term. Men are asking the 
question, Has Conkling, or Cameron, or Lo- 
gan, or Carpenter, or any other of the con- 
&picuous advocates of a third term, given such 
an assurance? Has Grant himeelf made any 
such pledge? If so, when, Where, and to 
whom? It is not a question of Grant’s 
popularity, nor of his brilliant past, 
nor even of his personal responsi- 
bility for the men and events that disgraced 
and shipwrecked his second term; the ques- 
tion is, how to satisfy the American people 
that the election of Gen. Grant for a third 
term shall not bring “the old crowd” into 
power again, and shall not inspire the same 
popular distrust that led to the sweeping, 
crushing Republican defeats of 1874 and 1875. 

The Republican politicians who meet at 
the Grand Pacific to-day owe it to themselves, 
to their constituents, and to the future of the 
Republicgn party in Illinois to give these in- 
cidents of third-termism frank and serious 
consideration. It will be too late to discuss 
them after the party shall have been com- 
mitted to athird term. Their influence upon 
party triumph or party defeat must be deter- 
mined in advance. The avowed hostility of 
500,000 German Republican voters toa third 
term, 30,000 or 40,000 of whom live in [linois; 
the force which the precedent established by . 
Washington and acquiesced in by Madison, 
Jefferson, and Jackson, exerts over the 
American people as a whole; and, 
finally, the open protest made by the 
large class of independent “balance 
of power” Republican voters against 
incurring the danger of political abuses. 
which once drove them out of the party,—all 
these elements indisposed to a third term 
must receive the consideration to which they 
are entitled, and there is no occasion more 
proper for canvassing their merits than ata 
preliminary meeting of Republicans like that 
which is to be held to-day. 

It is possible that the invitations and the 
railroad passes have been manipulated with 
the intention of suppressing a discussion of 
this most vital issue; but, if the meeting has 
been fairly summoned and the chief party 
men of the State shal! put in an appearance, 
the result should be a clear exposition of the 
popular sentiment in regard to the third- 
term movement. In such case, there are but 
two courses open to the Illinois advisers and 
leaders of the Republican party—viz.: 
either to furnish the party with the neces- 
sary assurance that shall allay public ap- 
prehension of a return to office of the old 
crowd of cronies and machine spoilsmen, 
and office-brokers, and whisky-thieves in and 
out of office, in case of a third term, or to 

intel an abandonment of the movement on 
account of the popular opposition thereto and 
the menace of defeat involved therein. 


PARNELL’S MISSION. 

The great Irish land-reform meeting on 
Monday night at Chicago Exposition Hall 
was presided over by the Governor of Lili- 
nois, the third State in the American Union, 
and his speéch, delivered with a dignity and 
aforce worthy the occasion and worthy of 
his high position, was directed straight to 
the root of the evil, exposing its cause,—the 
curse of Landocracy. All the speakers at 
this immense meeting addressed themselves 
directly to the source of Ireland’s pitiable 


when dumped helpless and penniless upon our 
shores. 

Under such a land system the material 
prosperity of the people is a physical, moral, 
and economical impossibility. If the Irish 
farmers were suddenly and simultaneously 
put in possession of a secret whereby they 
could quadruple the productions of their 
farms, it would be the instant signal for the 
landlords to quadruple the rents; that is the 
vise in which the tenants-at-will are held, 
squeezed, and crushed. This land-monopoly 
system must be destroyed before the miseries 
of Ireland can be alleviated, or the American 
people be relieved of the drain on their earn- 
ings ta pay rack-rents to Anglo-Irish land- 
lords. 

What is it that Mr. Parnell asks? What 
changes of Irish law does he demand? 
Nothing more than the right of the Irish 
people to buy out the feudal landlords’ claims 
on their farms. Is there anything bad, Com- 
munistic, or wrong in this request or in this 
policy ? 

No one can question that it isto the interest 
of the British people that the English Parlia- 
ment should grant this request. At present 
England is compelled to keep 30,000 of her 
regular troops in Ireland as a garrison to 
hold the Irish farmers in perpetual bondage 
and to force the 600,000 farmer families to pay 
over all their productions to 10,000 absentee 
feudal lords. In addition she has at anchor 
in the Irish harbors and ports as many as 100 
ships of war to overawe the people of 
the cities. She has also to keep a force of 
20,000. armed constabulary, able-bodied 
picked men, to police the island, to help the 
30,000 regulars and the 100 shipsof war to 
hold down the Irish farmers and collect from 
them the entire products of their farms, save 
a few potatoes, in payment of the rack-rents. 

If the 600,000 Irish tenant farmers were 
allowed to buy out the landlords at a fair 
price, to be fixed by Governmental valuation, 
and become the owners of the land and the 
products of their own labor, then England 
could call home her $0,000 regular troops and 
employ them in the general defense, or, dis- 
banding them, save the $15,000,000 a year 
which they cost for maintenance. She could 
withdraw or sell or burn nine-tenths of her 
wooden navy at anchor in Irish ports, and 
now kept for the subjugation of Ireland; she 
could discharge two-thirds of the Irish con- 
stabulary, and save the Irish people the cost 
of their support. With the Irish soll owned 
and cultivated by the Irish people, the island 
could be governed as easily as Scotland. 

The sixty millions of dollars of yearly 
rents the Irish tenants now pay to the 10,000 
absentee feudal landlords would then be ex- 
pended for the comforts of life, in the pur- 
chase of manufactures, in the improvement 
of the land, in the erection of habitations fit 
for human beings to live in, and in the edu- 
cation of the children, in the improvement of 
the material condition of the people, in the 
prevention of famine, in the removal of pov- 
erty, in the elevation of the spirits, hopes, 
and ambitions of the people, in binding them 
closer to their homes, in arresting migration, 
and in establishing the peace, contentment, 
and happiness of a race to which these things 
have been unknown for centuries. 

What has been done in other lands can be 
done in Ireland. The poverty, degradation, 
ignorance, and slavery of France were as gen- 
eral and as miserable as are those now in Ire- 
land, until the feudal land system was over- 
turned ninety years ago and the land sold 
to the people who cultivated it. The same 
beneficent policy was extended by Napoleon 
wherever the French gained full control. 
This was done by the bayonet. In Ireland 
itis proposed to work this same result by 
peaceful purchase. Eyen the Prussian Gov- 
ernment, witnessing the wise and beneficial 
results of selling the land to the occupants in 
France, Belgium, and Bavaria, also inter- 
posed and overthrew the crushing feudal 
land system. It provided that the feudal 
lords should sell the land to the Government 
and take their payin 4 per cent bonds; the 
Government sold the land to the farmers, 
who paid the interest and something over as 
a sinking fund. They were allowed forty- 
one years in which to complete the pay- 
ments, but a majority of them had their 
farms paid for in a third or half that time. 

So it would be with Ireland. Every acre 
of Irish land has an historic interest. No 
people are more warmly attached to the soil 


Europe. Some of it has been taken through 
Canada to Portland, when the Grand Trunk 
Railroad could be reached in any roundabout 
way. But the Eastern trunk lines, which com- 
bined to rob the producer and the consumer 
by charging at least double what they could 
carry the grain for at a profit, have compelled 
the owners thereof to pile it up in store- 
houses and awalt some relief from the 
policy of extortion, If Mr. Hill’s resolution 
is designed to further expose the rapacity of 
the railroad corporations and to impress upon 
Congress the necessity for adequate Govern- 
ment regulation of the railroad business, it 
is a timely suggestion, and Congress should 
act upon it promptly, Perhaps it is too late 
for Congress to afford any relief for the pres- 
ent season, but it may take measures which 
shall avert a recurrence of a similar em- 
bargo”’ in future seasons by compelling the 
railroads, under the airection of a National 
Commission, to maintain fair and reasonable 
rates in winter, as wellas in summer when 
they are controlled to acertain degree by 
water competition, 


NOT YET RECONSTRUCTED. 

The Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser and 
Mail, a Democratic newspaper printed in a 
city and county that would be overwhelm- 
ingly Republican were a fair election al- 
lowed, replies to a recent article in Tur 
Cuicaco Tn showing how an Ala 
bama Republican, Jere Haralson, was 
swindled out of his seat in Congress by 
Shelley, a Democratic Confederate Briga- 
dier, who, not being elected to the seat, of 
course stole it. The reply is not so much 
devoted to the charges made in THE 
TRIBUNE as to the,way the seat was stolen, 
as itis toa general onslaught upon the Re- 
publican party that illustrates the bitter 
hatred of the North existing in that part of 
Alabama. We arecharitable enough to assume 
that this virulent animosity does not exist all 
over that State, but is confined to the section 
where the Advertiser and Mail is printed,— 
a sort of plague-spot in the State as Okolona 
is in Mississippi. It charges the party with 
having been “tame, timid, and treacherous 
in war,“ —a singular admission, to say the 
least, when it is remembered that the North- 
ern armies were recruited from the Repub- 
lican ranks, and that the Republicans of the 
North sent a million of their sons into 
the field. Ifa million of tame and timid Re- 
publicans vanquished the South, what are 
we to think of Southern valor, about which 
there has been so much boasting? The Ad- 
vertiser’s charge of treachery is evidently 
based upon the suppression of human slavery 
during the later period of the War. The 
North went into the War at first with no in- 
tention of interfering with slavery, which it 
had been taught to regard as a local State 
institution outside the jurisdiction of the 
Constitution. It was not until as the War 
progressed it became evident that either 
slavery must perish or the Union must 
perish that Republicans accepted the issue 
both from principle and from duty. They 
had always been opposed to slavery from 
principle. It was the first time duty had 
called upon them to remove it, and they re- 
moved it, and saved the Union. These 
tame and timid” Republicans did the work.

THE GRAIN “EMBARGO” IN CONGRESS. 

Mr. Hill, of Ohio, has introduced in the 
National House of Representatives a resolu- 
tion in regard to the prevailing “embargo” 
on grain and provisions. It sets forth that, 
“whereas vast quantities of grain and pork 
are locked up in the great commercial depots 
of the country through unlawful combina- 
tions, and that large numbers of vessels are 
now lying idle in our ports by reason of the 
grain-blockade, thus keeping thousands of 
persons out of employment and producing 
business stagnation, a committee of five 
members of the House and a proper number 
of Senators should be appointed to inquire 
into the cause of said grain-blockade, and to 
report to Congress at an early day what rem- 
edy should be employed.” The root of 
the evil complained of lies very near 
the surface, and a Congressional Com- 
mittee will not have to dig very 
deep to find it if there is a sinécre purpose to 
arrive at the cause. Previous to theclosing of 
navigation last fall the railroad rate on grain 
and provisions was 15 cents per 100 pounds 
between Chicago and New York (and other 
Western points were relatively the same). 
When water competition was shut off, at the 
beginning of winter, this rate was advanced 
by railroad “ federation” in rapid and recur- 
rent jumps to 40 cents per 100 pounds on 
grain and 45 cents on provisions! In other 
words, the railroads have been charging all 
winter three times as much as they previous- 
ly charged for a service which has been no 
more onerous and no more costly to them 
this winter than it was last summer. Doesn’t 
this single fact reveal why grain has 
accumulated in vast quantities at Chicago 
and other Western points and remained 
there? The producers of the West had to 
choose between railroad confiscation of their 
property and holding it until they could send 
it to market at a cost which would 
leave them a profit, They chose to 
hold the grain, and capital was forth- 
coming in abundance to enable them to 
carry their products over the period during

It is not an evil to be remedied 
by alins; it is not a distress to be removed by 
donations of food; it is a degradation spring- 
ing from a well-defined cause, and can never 
be cured gave by the removal of that cause. 
Tue Tamer pointed out how the necessity 
for these perpetual appeals to American 
charity to prevent starvation of multitudes 
in a fertile country can be forever stopped. 
It turned the full blaze of light upon the hor- 
rid system of feudal land robbery that is now 
desolating and has desolated Ireland for two 
centuries. How can the mass of any 
people be otherwise than illiterate or uned- 
ucated that are condemned by rigid law to a 
perpetual condition of poverty? Illiteracy 
is always and everywhere a concomitant of 
poverty, when that poverty is enforced. The 
poorest localities and classes in this country 
are the most ignorant, weak, and helpless, 
because of the very poverty which enforces 
their ignorance. Look at the South for proof 
of this assertion. The American people asa 
class know of the Irish from their character- 
istics, as shown in the large cities of this 
country and from the police reports. The 
statistics show that, of the whole number of 

arrests for drunkenness, disorderly conduct, 
fighting, assaults, riots, and kindred offenses, 
a large proportion of the offenders are of 
Irish birth. Considering the poverty-stricken 
and enforced condition of these people from 
generation to generation as virtual slaves, 
toiling for thankless taskmasters, and whose 
ambition and hopes are limited to obtaining 
a sufficiency of miserable food, the just man 
will properly attribute these propensities to 
the condition of abject, hopeless poverty to 
which these people from generation to gen- 
eration have been reduced and kept down. 
Under the British feudal system in its early 
days the chief who would starve his depend- 
ents would de execrated by his class; 
but the feudalism of Ireland knows no obli- 
gation on the part of the “lord” towards 
his serfs. He demands the last pig, the last 
peck of meal, the last cow, the last stalk of 
gtain; the tenant may go naked, may inhabit 
a mud hovel, may perish with his family for 
food ; that is no concern of the feudal lord of 
the land. This is the system under which 
these Irish millions have existed from gen- 
eration to generation, and whenever 
private charity in seasons of unusual 
destitution furnish them with emigrant 
tickets, the unfortunates transfer to this 
country the evils and the curse naturally re- 
sulting from the degradation of British feudal 
rule.

And 
t is a fact that nothing has stood between our 
people and starvation, up to the present time, 
save the assistance which you have sent in such 
plenty during the last six weeks. In the name 
of suffering ireland, ten, I thank the people of 
Chicago, who, long befare we came here, com- 
menced the good work. It was not necessary 
for them to wait until we arrived, but, at our 
very first landing on the shores of America, 
they began the work of charity, and from that 
day to this they have been foremost amongst 
the cities of the Union in sending us help. 

I wish, also, to speak to rou concerning some 
of the impressions which this country has made 
upon me. The.most casual observer in America 
cannot help feeling struck with the indications 
of wealth and greatness which present them- 
selves on every side; and nowhere 
have those indications been more abundant 
than in this great — A of Chicago.

(and it will come when the manufacturing supe- 
riority of America is established all over the

STX TIMES RESPITED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Syracuse, N. F., Feb. 24.—Nathan Orlando 
Greenfield, condemned to death for wife-mur- 
der, seems to bear a charmed life. To-day, for 
the sixth time, the date for his execution was 
fixed. Gov. Cornell fixed Friday, Feb, 27, for his 
execution, and appointed the 24th (to-day) for 
the hearing of the appeal for a commutation of 
the sentence to imprisonment for life. At 11 
o’clock this morning S. C. Huntington and W. H. 
Goodell, representing Greenfield, and B. F. Chase 
and J, J. Lamore, representing the people, ap- 
peared before Gov. Cornell at the Erecu- 
tive Chamber and argued the appeal. 
The defense presented four petitions signed 
by the prominent lawyers, officers, and business 
men of Onondaga and Oswego Counties, and a 
number of affidavits. The prosecution offered 
counter-affiidavits. The argument was continued 
for some time, and after consideration Gov. 
Cornell said that he would bow to public opin- 
ion and grant a respite until April 23, 
which would enable him to further investigate 
the case. The counsel didn’t ask for a respite, 
but pleaded for a oommutation of the sentence. 
Gov. Cornell stated that he desired to obtain 
the opinion of Judge Daniels, who sentenced 


Greenfield, and that an ex on from him
